Company has had an intimate

In 1916 Robert L .Cooper, who

Fire Department 
Studies Buildings 


Fire Chief Flournoy Whitman, 
in an interview Tuesday morn- 
ing, said he believes there are 
several “fire traps” in Elba and 
that the most effective way to 
prevent a disastrous fire is to 
acquaint his fire boys with the 
buildings that would cause 
trouble should fire break out. 

Chief Whitman said one of 
the most difficult buildings in 
town to find one’s way in the 
interior is the Nelson peanut

men responded promptly and 
made a quick run to the Nelson 
plant.
